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herewith. The claims have also been clarified through amendment. Finally, the Examiner 
rejects the claims stating that the term "CYP3A4 gene expression" is indefinite. 
Applicant has amended the claims to refer to the enzyme rather than the gene. Support 
for the amendment is found on page 11. 

CONCLUSION 

The points and concerns of the Examiner having been addressed in full, 
Applicants respectfully submit that the instant application is in condition for allowance, 
which action is respectfully requested.

10. (Twice amended) A method of screening a compound for its ability to induce 
cytochrome P-450 3A4 (CYP3A4) [gene] enzyme expression comprising:
